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MEETING  OUR  OBLIGATIONS 

In  discussing  a  heading  of  this  type,  we  could  take  off  in  any  one  of 
several  directions.  We  have  financial  obligations,  obligations  to  wives  and 
children,  to  friends,  to  society,  to  the  Lord,  to  our  assignments  in  his 
Church,  and  many  other  obligations. 

Whatever  obligation  a  man  has,  what  a  joy  it  is  to  see  him  fulfil  it 
with  courage,  with  determination,  with  industry,  with  a  sense  of  duty  to 
that  obligation  until  it  has  been  met.  And  what  a  joy  it  is  to  see  that 
obligation  promptly  met  at  the  time  it  should  be. 

Several  years  ago  while  attending  a  June  MIA  Convention  of  the 
Church  in  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle,  the  following  statement  was  made  by 
one  of  the  General  Superintendency  of  the  YMMIA,  "We  ought  to  do 
what  we  ought  to  do  when  we  ought  to  do  it."  Also,  he  said,  "We  ought 
to  be  where  we  ought  to  be  when  we  ought  to  be  there."  Any  way  you 
look  at  it,  that  makes  a  lot  of  "oughts",  and  a  lot  of  common  sense,  too. 

With  the  matter  of  financial  obligations,  let's  meet  them  when  due.  If 
we  do  this  in  our  individual  lives  and  with  our  fellowmen,  then  we  will 
be  more  likely  to  meet  them  when  they  are  due  to  the  Lord. 

Sometimes  there  are  those  who  feel  they  will  wait  till  the  end  of  the 
year  to  settle  their  financial  obligations  to  the  Lord.  When  the  end  of  the 
year  comes  around,  they  find  that  Christmas  has  also  arrived.  Too  often 
they  find  that  they  are  even  shorter  of  cash  at  the  end  of  the  year  than 
before.  As  a  result,  with  all  their  good  intentions,  the  year  comes  and 
goes  without  their  meeting  their  financial  obligations  properly  to  the  Lord. 

The  much  better  plan  for  a  person  to  follow  is  to  settle  his  financial 
obligations  to  the  Lord  at  the  time  he  receives  each  pay  cheque.  If  it 
is  done  in  this  way,  if  a  person  takes  the  amount  due  to  the  Lord  out  of 
his  pay  cheque  each  time  he  receives  it  and  promptly  turns  it  over  to 
the  Lord's  servants,  then  it  seems  he  is  able  to  work  out  his  other  obliga- 
tions through  the  peace  of  mind  and  the  knowledge  that  he  has  done  what 
God  has  asked  him  to  do,  and  through  perhaps  the  blessing  of  better 
judgment  which  comes  to  him  as  to  what  use  to  make  of  the  remainder 
of  his  cheque.  Many  thousands  of  people  have  borne  testimony  to  this 
fact.  We  should  come  to  look  upon  this  tithing  money  as  money  which  is 
not  ours,  for  it  truly  isn't.  As  sure  as  we  live,  we  rob  God  when  we  fail 
to  meet  this  obligation  he  has  given  us,  not  because  we  say  it,  but  be- 
cause God,  Himself,  has  said  it,  through  his  prophet  Malachi.  I  like  to 
feel  that  when  we  pay  our  tithing,  doing  so  qualifies  us  to  be  in  partner- 
ship with  God.  Then  he  has  a  special  interest  in  what  we  do  and  whether 
or  not  this  partnership  succeeds.  Who  could  ask  for  a  more  wonderful 
partner? 

What  about  our  obligation  to  the  assignment  in  the  Church  which 
we  have  accepted?  Do  we  look  upon  it  as  an  assignment  which  merely 
requires  our  presence  on  a  particular  day  at  a  particular  hour?  Or  do 
we  realize  that  to  do  our  work  —  God's  work  —  we  must  devote  many 
hours  each  week  to  this  assignment,  in  addition  to  the  time  when  the 
meeting  is  held,  or  the  specific  work  assigned  us  is  to  be  done? 

Long  experience  in  Church  work  has  caused  our  Church  leaders  to 
set  out  operational  procedures  for  various  Church  assignments.  They 
have  found  that  for  a  district  or  branch  presidency,  for  a  quorum  presi- 
dency, for  an  auxilliary  presidency  or  superintendency,  in  fact  for  any 
leadership  position  to  be  filled  in  the  correct  way,  it  is  necessary  that 
planning  meetings  of  these  organizations  be  held  regularly.  No  one  can 
properly  fulfil  his  or  her  assignment  of  leadership  in  the  Church  unless 
he  or  she  meets  each  week  in  an  unhurried  atmosphere  with  others  also 
holding  positions  in  a  presidency  or  a  superintendency.  In  these  weekly 
meetings  plans  are  made  for  improvement  of  the  work,  for  visiting  those 
who  should  be  visited,  for  solving  any  one  of  a  number  of  problems. 
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Someone  asked  an  executive  at  the  Ford  Motor  Company  —  where 
one  of  the  first  model  "T"  Fords  was  displayed,  and  along  side  it  also 
displayed  was  the  latest  Ford  creation  —  what  was  the  difference  between 
the  two  models.  His  reply  was  that  the  difference  was  several  hundred 
planning  meetings.  And  so  it  is  with  our  Church  assignments.  If  we  will 
improve,  if  we  will  learn  better  ways  of  doing  things,  if  we  will  solve  the 
problems  facing  us  in  our  respective  organization,  one  of  the  best  ways 
for  us  to  do  so  is  in  weekly  planning  meetings,  where  all  the  problems 
affecting  our  organization   can   be  met  and  solved. 

Anyone  who  doesn't  have  a  lot  of  problems  facing  him  or  her  in  a 
Church  assignment  doesn't  understand  the  needs  of  the  people  in  the 
organization  in  which  he  or  she  is  working. 

I  have  never  known  anyone  who  was  conscientiously  doing  his  job 
who  didn't  need  more  time  than  was  available  through  one  full  evening 
per  week,  yet  some  try  to  do  this  work  without  even  this  much  time.  We 
can't  do  our  job  by  meeting  with  associates  as  we  occasionally  bump  into 
them  in  the  corridors  of  our  meeting  houses.  We  must  plan  these  meetings 
for  several  hours  duration  each  week.  We  must  set  a  given  night  aside  and 
keep  that  night  sacred  for  these  meetings.  Otherwise  the  work  entrusted 
to  us  will  be  done  carelessly  and  without  the  blessings  of  the  Lord  to 
attend  it. 

One  of  the  biggest  hindrances  to  our  proper  performance  in  any 
assignment  is  that  of  procrastination.  Don't  forget  the  previous  statement 
in  this  article,  'We  ought  to  do  what  we  ought  to  do  when  we  ought  to 
do  it." 

An  old  Danish  saying  is,  "The  thinking  on  it  is  worse  than  the  doing 
on  it."  Isn't  this  true?  We  dread  a  job  which  we  know  must  eventually  be 
done  by  us,  so  much  so  that  we  put  it  off  and  put  it  off.  In,  the  meantime, 
other  things  pile  up,  and  before  we  know  it,  we  have  delayed  doing  some- 
thing we  should  have  done,  and  others  are  inconvenienced,  and  sometimes 
feelings  are  hurt  through  our  needless  delay.  How  much  better  for  us  to 
immediately  tackle  a  job  which  needs  to  be  done  and  get  it  over  with. 
This  way  we  won't  waste  so  much  time  dreading  it  and  finding  other  less 
important  things  to  do. 

It  becomes  a  matter  of  doing  first  things  first.  When  we  think  of  the 
important  things,  our  family  and  the  Church  should  be  of  the  greatest 
importance.  The  Lord  expects  us  to  care  for  the  needs  of  our  loved  ones 
and  says  he  who  does  not  do  so  is  worse  than  an  infidel.  He  also  expects 
us  to  perform  well  our  church  assignments.  There  are  many  demands  made 
upon  us  by  the  Church  and  our  assignments  in  it.  The  only  justification 
for  this  is  that  this  is  the  Lord's  work. 

The  plan  of  the  Gospel,  the  assignments  we  are  given,  are  all  part  of 
the  overall  programme  for  the  Lord's  choicest  spirits.  This  plan,  these 
assignments,  will  either  exalt  us  in  his  sight,  and  in  His  Heavenly  King- 
dom, or  because  of  our  slothfulness,  we  will  be  held  accountable  for  a 
poor  performance. 

Our  responsibilities  are  great.  Perhaps  they  are  so  to  see  if  we  are 
worthy  to  stand  in  the  presence  of  God.  One  of  our  Church  leaders  sum- 
med up  his  philosophy  by  reciting  an  experience  he  had.  He  was  asked  by 
a  non-member  what  force  the  Church  used  to  get  its  members  to  be  so 
devoted  in  giving  of  their  time  and  their  money  to  the  Church.  The 
Church  leader  answered  that  the  Church  only  promised  the  Celestial  King- 
dom to  its  faithful  members,  and  this  was  force  enough.  How  thankful 
we  should  be  for  this  kind  of  'force"  in  our  lives.

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A  Goal  in  Life

Youth  — •  Man's  greatest  possession,.  Why  is  it  that  those  who  possess 
it  are  so  anxious  to  loose  it  or  seek  to  shake  off  —  as  they  are  wont  to 
call  it  —  the  shackles  of  youth  that  bind  them  restricting  their  freedom 
and  movement,  whilst  those  who  will  never  know  youth  again  spend  their 
waking  hours  in  regretful  reminiscing  of  the  days  that  are  past  never  to 
return  again,  regretful  of  opportunities  missed  and  things  left  undone. 

A  man's  life  is  his  greatest  possession,  all  his  wealth  and  riches.  How 
rich  and  blessed  are  the  youth,  because  so  much  of  their  life  lies  before 
them.  Blessed  because  they  are  still  very  much  the  masters  of  their  own 
destinies  with  a  "clean  sheet"  yet  to  fill,  and  can  in  the  manner  that  they 
conduct  their  ways,  in  the  targets  that  they  set  and  the  achievements  they 
attain,  place  themselves  above  the  level  of  mediocrity.  Oftentimes  a  level 
all  too  prevalent  in  the  world  today,  a  level  all  too  easily  accepted  by  the 
many  because  it  does  not  require  much  effort.  "Manyana"  —  tomorrow  — 
the  cry  of  the  sophorous  Mexican  peasant  has  become  the  watchword  of 
those  who  are  more  willing  to  follow  than  to  lead. 

Many  centuries  ago  Cicero  said:  "No  man  can  be  ignorant  that  he 
must  die,  nor  can  he  be  sure  that  he  may  not  this  very  day."  This  does 
not  disturb  us  alarmingly,  since  somehow  it  is  not  really  meant  for  us,  you 
and  me  personally.  It  is  always  meant  for  the  fellow  next  door;  as  far  is 
we  are  concerned  there  is  still  plenty  of  time  to  reach  our  decisions  and 
make  our  choices.  How  we  delude  ourselves  with  this  false  sense  of  security. 
Now  is  for  real,  to  express  it  in  the  jargon  of  today.  Now  is  the  time  to 
move,  for  if  we  have  not  already  made  up  our  minds  or  made  our  choices 
or  chosen  the  path  or  decided  our  decisions  or  call  it  what  you  may  —  if 
we  have  not,  then  hasten,  because  it  is  almost  too  late.  Tomorrow  will 
never  help  us. 

In  his  youth,  at  the  age  of  thirteen,  President  David  O.  McKay  re- 
ceived a  blessing  at  the  hands  of  John  Smith,  Patriarch  to  the  Church 
wherein  these  words  were  uttered:  ".  .  .  thou  art  in  thy  youth  and  need 
instruction:  therefore  I  say  unto  thee,  be  taught  of  thy  parents  the  way 
of  life  and  salvation  that  at  an  early  day  you  may  be  prepared  for  a  re- 
sponsible position  for  the  eye  of  the  Lord  is  upon  you  .  .  .  the  Lord  has 
work  for  thee  to  do  .  .  ."  When  Patriarch  Smith  had  finished  he  looked 
seriously  at  the  boy  and  said;  "My  boy,  you  have  something  to  do  besides 
playing  marbles.  We  need  to  prepare  ourselves  to  stand  in  high  places.  To 
broaden  our  shoulders  in  preparation  for  the  time  when  upon  them  will 
rest  the  responsibility  of  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Lord  in  his  stead 
on  this  his  earth.  What  will  we  offer  the  Lord  when  this  call  comes.  Will 
it  be  a  mature,  knowledgeable,  and  discerning  mind  with  experience  and 
background  ready  to  meet  all  situations  and  trained  to  lead.  Or  will  it  be 
a  narrow,  self-centred,  an  untutored  mind,  too  frightened  to  explore 
avenues  other  than  those  approved  of  by  the  mob.  untrained  for  self- 
direction,  let  alone  leadership. 

At  this  time  a  little  critical  examination  of  ourselves,  our  social  circle 
and  standing,  as  well  as  our  achievements,  is  warranted.  Now,  as  never 
before  it  is  important  that  our  youth,  while  they  are  still  in  their  teens, 
decide  upon  the  area  of  knowledge  which  they  will  master  and  thus  pre- 
pare themselves  to  make  a  valuable  contribution  to  a  society  where  muscle 
and  brawn  have  been  replaced  by  technical  skills  and  highly  developed 
brain  power.  These  are  the  days  of  specialization.  The  days  when,  great 
intellects  could  comprehend  most,  if  not  all,  of  what  was  known  to  man 
on  earth  at  one  time,  faded  from  view  with  Aristotle  and  Michaelangelo. 
Man  can  no  longer  encompass  intellectually  the  sum  total  of  the  known 
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universe,  not  even  after  a  lifetime  of  study.  Ever  since  the  Restoration  of 
the  Gospel  and  the  return  to  full  activity  of  the  Holy  Ghost  working 
amongst  inspired  men  in  this  world,  the  world  has  literally  been  trans- 
formed. As  stated  by  President  Ray  Olpin  of  the  University  of  Utah; 
"Millions  of  people  have  benefited  from  reduced  drudgery,  prolonged 
life,  improved  health,  and  the  possibilities  for  their  enjoyment  of  the 
natural  wonders  of  the  earth  and  the  rich  cultural  heritage  of  the  human 
race  have  been  extended.  "But  we  cannot  hope  to  enjoy  and  even  less 
know  everything,  and  the  sooner  we  make  up  our  minds  what  is  best  for 
us  to  know,  the  sooner  we  are  going  to  get  on,  with  the  serious  business 
of  living.  So  youth  choose  now  and  choose  well.  If  you  have  not  already 
chosen,  choose  a  vocation  that  is  going  to  provide  more  than  just  the  bare 
necessities  for  you  and  your  family  so  that  when  the  time  comes  for  you 
to  be  called  to  serve  in  high  places  you  can  devote  more  of  your  energies 
to  the  task  at  hand  without  lessening  your  effectiveness  by  having  to 
worry  too  much  about  the  problem  of  keeping  your  families.  This  is  a 
goal  worth  working  towards.  If  you  are  not  actively  working  towards  a 
goal  then  your  life  is  purposeless.  Too  many  maintain  that  the  youth 
cannot  be  expected  to  know  what  they  want  to  do  before  they  leave  school 
since  it  is  more  than  possible  that  in  these  days  of  expanding  techniolo- 
gical  discoveries  the  job  for  them  has  not  yet  been  invented.  This  is  merely 
evading  the  issue. 

Life  is  meaningful  to  the  extent  that  it  is  purposeful.  Through  our 
church  activities  we  should  have  learned  the  importance  of  religion  in 
giving  meaning  to  life.  We  have  been  taught  the  gospel  principles  and 
should  be  adhering  to  them,  since  they  will  enrich  our  lives,  and  they 
will  give  us  the  strength  to  meet  difficulty  and  sorrow  as  well  as  success 
and  acclaim.  With  this  as  a  background  we  can  go  forward  with  excite- 
ment to  learn  and  gain  the  satisfaction  that  our  goal  is  to  be  attained  by 
progressing  in  our  chosen  fields  of  specialization  as  well  as  other  fields  of 
knowledge.  A  word  of  caution  here  in  case  we  become  to  rigid  or  single 
in  our  goal.  Life  is  dynamic  and  situations  can  arise  over  which  we  have 
no  control;  circumstances  can  change.  Some  goals  need  to  be  dropped  for 
better  ones.  In  this  ever-advancing  progressive  age  in  which  we  live  some 
occupations  become  obsolete  before  we  are  even  qualified  to  serve  —  so 
choose  with  discretion  and  with  the  assistance  of  those  who  are  wiser  and 
more  experienced.  But  choose  we  must  if  we  are  going  to  be  of  any 
worth  to  the  Lord  and  his  plan  for  his  children. 

How  often  the  Prophet  has  called  to  the  Saints  to  aid  this  great  plan 
by  performing  missionary  work  amongst  our  acquaintances.  How  often 
we  have  queried  whether  this  call  was  directed  to  you  and  me  personally 
when  there  is  so  much  already  in  our  lives  to  do;  our  waking  hours  are 
so  crowded  we  cannot  accomplish  that  which  we  must,  and  anyhow  we 
argue,  we  are  not  qualified  to  do  this  sort  of  work.  When  we  question 
the  requests  of  the  Prophet  in  this  manner  we  are  in  fact  questioning  his 
God-given  right  to  lead,  to  guide,  to  direct  and  enlighten  the  children  of 
God  whenever  and  wherever  possible.  It  would  seem  that  God's  children 
who  are  truly  committed  to  him,  would  welcome  any  advice  the  Prophet 
may  give.  With  inspiration  he  has  spoken  when  he  called  us  to  be  of 
service  to  the  communities  in  which  we  live,  for  in  this  manner  we  can 
fulfil  the  calling  to  be  missionaries.  By  our  living  example  as  we  serve 
on  the  various  committees  of  the  Parent-teachers  Associations  or  other 
civic  bodies  and  even  in  the  political  sphere  we  are  exposing  those  with 
whom  we  have  dealings  to  the  principles  of  the  Gospel.  The  qualities  that 
we  offer  will  be  those  which  people  will  accept  and  believe  to  be  those 
inspired  by  our  religion.  Spiritual  strengths  will  come  to  any  Saint,  i.e.  to 
one  who  lives  his  religion  and  has  the  right  to  call  on  the  assistance  of 
the  Spirit  at  any  time  in  his  deliberations  and  has  not  alienated  the  Spirit 
by  assuming  a  dual  personality  —  one  for  his  church  and  one  for  the  people 
or  party.  But  intellectual  strengths  can  only  come  to  those  who  strive  for 
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such  a  possession  and  not  through  any  promptings  of  the  Spirit  when  there 
is  naught  to  be  recalled  to  memory. 

If  we  wish  our  opinions  to  be  considered  worthwhile,  we  must  possess 
the  learning  and  experience  to  back  these  opinions.  If  we  are  to  capture 
the  interests  of  our  audiences,  sway  them  with  our  oratory,  we  do  this 
not  by  dreaming  or  wishing  for  such  powers  of  persuasion  but  by  hard 
slogging  grind,  preparation  and  practice.  Until  we  can  present  ourselves 
well,  not  only  in  the  context  of  our  talks  and  discussions  with  people  but 
also  in  the  manner  of  presentation,  the  correctness  of  our  speech,  our 
articulation  and  our  personal  appearance,  we  will  accomplish  but  little. 
The  items  aforementioned  are  really  the  subjects  of  separate  discussion, 
space  for  which  is  not  now  available.  Suffice  it  to  be  said  that,  a  quick 
survey  of  the  greats  in  history  who  have  shaped  the  destinies  of  people 
and  nations  will  reveal  that  on  the  whole  they  have  been  well-tutored 
men  and  women  who  have  had  an  ideal  or  goal  and  then  worked  stead- 
fastly to  see  that  goal  accomplished. 

The  old  proverb;  "Procrastination  is  the  thief  of  time"  could  not  have 
been  better  stated.  The  longer  we  delay  the  day  of  our  decision  on  which 
goals  or  even  what  single  goal  we  are  going  to  set  in  our  lives,  the  less 
time  that  remains  for  us  to  accomplish  that  goal.  Youth  of  Zion,  this  is 
the  reason  you  are  so  fortunate;  so  much  of  your  life  lies  ahead  of  you. 
Do  not  squander  this,  your  most  prized  possession.  With  the  vigour  and 
enthusiasm  of  youth  you  have  an  unequalled  chance  of  succeeding  in  life 
if  you  will  but  try.  Having,  as  a  member  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  already  set  the  ultimate  goal  in  your  life,  being  the 
spiritual  one  of  regaining  your  rightful  place  in  the  Celestial  Kingdom, 
now  choose  a  course  of  action  and  especially  a  vocation  which,  temporally, 
shall  equip  you  for  a  truly  satisfying  life.  A  poem  which  is  taken  from 
the  Improvement  Era  expresses  a  good  thought  for  all  of  us: 

USELESS  TEARS 

A  small  bitter  drip  of  pain 

squeezed  from  aching  eyes 
slithers  down  the  burning  cheek 

to  where  it  stops  and  dries. 

Until  another,  larger  still, 

close  behind  it  falls, 
trying  in  vain  to  reach  the  breast 

wherein  the  sad  heart  calls.

President  and  Sister  Don  Mack  Dalton,  who  presided  over  the  South 
African  Mission  from  1929  to  1935,  celebrated  their  50th  wedding  anni- 
versary on  December  28,  1967  in  Pleasant  Grove,  Utah.  They  were  married 
on  December  28,  1917  in  Castle  Dale,  Utah  and  on  January  2,  1918  the 
marriage  was  solemnized  in  the  Manti  Temple.  They  have  three  children 
and  all  of  them  have  done  exceptionally  well  in  the  business  world.  All 
the  children  married  graduates  from  BYU.  This  shows  the  fine  example 
the  parents  have  set  for  their  children. 

President  and  Sister  Dalton  have  been  around  the  world  twice,  once 
by  ship,  the  other  by  air.  They  have  been  in  the  presence  of  world  leaders 
and  been  an  example  for  the  Church  wherever  they  have  travelled. 

President  Dalton  has  a  very  outstanding  record  as  an  Attorney  in 
the  State  of  Utah,  where  he  passed  his  bar  exams  in  1923.  He  has  practised 
law  in  the  Federal  and  Utah  courts.  In  order  to  get  through  school  he  had 
to  box  and  even  today  one  of  his  closest  friends  is  Jack  Dempsey.  Hard 
work  and  the  determination  to  gain  the  law  degree  is  just  proof  of  what 
President  Dalton  wanted  to  accomplish  and  he  went  about  it  with  deter- 
mination as  he  has  done  in  the  years  since. 

Sister  Dalton  has  been  President  of  the  Stake  Relief  Society,  President 
of  the  South  African  MIA  and  Relief  Society,  MIA  ward  President, 
American  Legion  President,  active  in  service  and  civic  clubs  and  was 
Mother  of  the  Year  for  the  Pleasant  Grove  area.  Sister  Dalton  has  travelled 
with  President  Dalton  around  the  world  and  accompanied  her  husband 
to  all  the  states  in  America. 

President  Dalton  has  never  neglected  his  Church  duties;  he  has  served 
in  the  following  quorums;  Deacon,  Teachers,  Elders,  Seventies,  High 
Priests,  in  the  Bishopric,  High  Council,  District  President  in  the  mission 
field  and  as  Mission  President  for  6y  years.  He  served  three  missions, 
Central  States,  Eastern  States,  and  South  Africa. 

Together  President  and  Sister  Dalton  have  attended  all  the  Temples 
in  the  Church. 
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Another  of  the  former  South  African  Mission  Presidents  and  his 
wife,  President  and  Sister  June  B.  Sharp,  celebrated  their  Golden  Wedding 
a  short  time  ago  as  well.  President  and  Sister  Sharp  presided  over  the 
South  African  Mission  from  1944  to  1948.  We  regret  that  we  do  not  have 
more  information  on  the  celebration  which  was  held  for  them  but  to 
both  couples  we,  as  members  in  the  South  African  Mission,  extend  our 
best  wishes  and  congratulations. 


CUMORAH'S  MESSAGE  OF  YOUTH 

They  Deserve 
the  Best

For  dating  in  general  there  are  certain  points  which  should  always 
be  observed.  Be  neat  in  your  dress,  and  display  good  manners.  Be  sure 
to  let  the  girl's  parents  know  where  you  will  be  going  and  how  you  will 
be  getting  there. 

No  matter  what  type  of  date  you  are  going  on,  be  sure  to  dress 
suitably  for  the  occasion  and  advise  the  girl  as  to  what  mode  of  dress 
will  be  worn.  Arrangements  for  transport  should  always  be  made  well 
in  advance,  and  if  you  are  to  travel  on  public  transport,  confirm  the  times 
of  arrival  and  departure  of  the  buses  and  trains.  Inform  the  parents  as 
to  what  time  you  expect  to  have  their  daughter  home  and  then  get  her 
home  at  that  time. 

If  your  date  will  be  a  supperdate,  book  a  table  at  the  intended  restau- 
rant, ahead  of  time.  If  there  is  a  headwaiter  present,  he  will  lead  the  way 
to  the  table,  followed  by  the  girl  and  then  the  boy.  The  boy  should  always 
pull  out  the  girl's  chair  for  her  if  there  is  no  waiter  present  to  do  so. 
Suggest  items  from  the  menu  within  the  limits  of  your  budget.  Any 
sensible  girl  will  ask  the  boy's  advice  before  ordering,  thereby  finding  out 
how  much  he  is  prepared  to  spend.  At  the  close  of  the  meal  if  again 
there  is  no  waiter  present,  the  boy  should  remove  the  girl's  chair  and 
then  help  her  on  with  her  wrap  or  coat. 

When  taking  a  girl  out  to  a  cinema,  be  sure  to  consider  her  prefer- 
ences as  well  as  your  own  for  the  choice  of  films.  Reserve  seats  in  advance 
to  avoid  disappointment  and  unnecessary  queuing.  Interval  is  the  time 
when  even  if  the  boy  is  not  inclined  to  partake  of  refreshments,  he  should 
always  ask  the  girl  if  she  would  care  for  anything.  If  for  the  date  you  rely 
on  public  transport,  make  quite  sure  that  the  show  will  end  in  time  to 
catch  the  necessary  bus  or  train. 

A  young  lady  will  appreciate  the  behaviour  and  courtesy  of  a  young 
LDS  man,  for  at  church  and  MIA  we  are  not  only  taught  the  religious 
side  of  life  but  also  the  recreational  side.  Things  which  are  of  value  to 
us  in  our  daily  lives  are  dealt  with,  such  as  dating  and  etiquette  and  the 
proper  behaviour  at  different  times  and  places. 

A  young  LDS  man  practising  the  Word  of  Wisdom  is  assured  of  a 
pleasant  evening,  without  causing  embarrassment  to  his  date  and  himseif 
by  having  partaken  of  too  much  strong  drink,  or  having  to  rush  out  the 
cinema  at  interval  in  pursuit  of  that  much-needed  smoke. 

Young  LDS  men  are  gentlemen  at  all  times  because  we  know  that  this 
is  the  way  young  ladies  are  to  be  treated  at  all  times. 
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Our  Servicemen

Over  the  years  the  Church  has  felt  a  great  obligation  to  its  members 
in  Military  Service. 

Our  leaders  have  endeavoured  to  have  bishops  and  branch  presidents 
and  other  Church  officers  keep  closely  in  touch  with  these  young  men 
and  to  give  them  every  encouragement  to  live  the  gospel.  One  of  the  many 
projects  urged  upon  the  members  of  the  Church  in  respect  to  these  service- 
men is  that  by  which  we  send  to  these  men  copies  of  the  improvement 
Era,  and  the  Church  News,  and  frequent  letters.  As  Mission  Counsellor  I 
do  all  I  can  possibly  do  in  keeping  in  contact  with  our  servicemen.  In 
both  the  Naval  and  Military  service,  we  send  them  tracts,  the  CSM  and 
write  them  letters. 

One  among  the  many  letters  we  personally  received  from  men,  away 
from  home,  friends  and  the  Church,  tells  how  they  deeply  appreciate 
interest  in  their  welfare  and  the  constant  encouragement  to  live  and  up- 
hold gospel  standards.  One  member  wrote  and  said  that  where  he  is 
stationed  there  is  no  branch  or  church  that  he  could  attend,  but  he  reads 
his  letters,  studies  the  small  kit  we  send  him,  the  pocket  edition  of  The 
Book  of  Mormon  and  Principles  of  the  Gospel  and  the  various  tracts 
sent  to  him.  This  he  states,  "keeps  me  fully  appreciative  of  our  wonderful 
gospel  and  the  service  it  offers."  Other  letters  are  not  so  appreciative- 
complaints  that  parents,  branch  officers  do  not  write  to  them.  But  most 
members  look  forward  to  the  mail  deliveries  and  yet  never  write  to  the 
men  in  the  service.  We  love  these  men  who  are  serving  their  country  and 
their  God  so  therefore  we  should  be  willing  to  write  and  keep  them  clued 
up  on  the  events  of  home  because  they  are  interested  in  us  just  as  we  are 
in  them.  Military  can  be  a  means  of  self-degradation  because  of  contact 
with  so  many  different  types  and  who  do  not  have  our  same  high  standards 

Many  of  our  young  men  hold  the  Priesthood,  therefore  it  is  a  respon- 
sibility of  branch  presidents  and  officers  to  keep  in  close  contact  with 
these  young  men.  Branch  presidents  should  be  sure  that  these  men  receive 
a  blessing,  and  that  they  are  interviewed  before  they  proceed  to  their 
camps  and  that  they  are  in  possession  of  a  letter  of  recommendation,  both 
as  to  their  standing  and  their  Priesthood,  so  that  they  may  be  used  to 
their  advantage  when  they  do  visit  another  branch  away  from  home. 

A  person  who  has  not  been  in  the  Military  service  cannot  fully  realize 
the  impact  of  words  from  home  or  branch  officers,  on  a  young  boy  who 
is  away  from  home  for  any  length  of  time.  These  are  the  times  of  dis- 
couragement that  boys  often  get  into  their  worst  difficulties,  times  when 
they  feel  no  one  cares. 

A  word  from  home,  a  copy  of  the  ERA.  a  copy  of  the  News  Section 
of  the  Church  paper,  books  and  other  communications  can,  lift  up  the 
spirits  of  our  young  men  in  the  Military  service.  Who  can  tell  that  by 
spreading  the  good  news  we  have  about  the  gospel,  these  young  men  can 
become  the  missionaries  and  ambassadors  of  our  wonderful  Church. 

Furthermore  we  must  do  everything  within  our  power  to  maintain 
their  spirituality  and  to  strengthen  them  against  the  temptations  that  con- 
front them. 

Let  us  at  the  mission  headquarters  know  promptly  when  any  of  your 
members  leave  for  Military  or  Naval  service,  and  we  will  see  to  it  that 
a  specially  prepared  pocket  LDS  servicemen's  kit  is  forwarded  or  pre- 
sented to  them.

We  realized  earlier  that  a  trip  to  the  Temple  was  a  must  as  our 
family  was  fast  growing  up.  A  Family  Temple  Fund  was  started,  but 
before  the  deadline  arrived,  both  our  daughters  married.  Our  eldest 
daughter  and  her  husband  flew  to  the  Temple  shortly  after  us,  and  we 
received  our  endowments  together,  and  both  couples  were  married  for 
Time  and  Eternity  on  the  same  day.  It  is  our  cherished  hope  that  we  shall 
have  the  blessing  and  opportunity  of  being  present  when  our  younger 
daughter  and  husband  are  able  to  receive  their  endowments  and  be  married 
for  Time  and  Eternity  as  well. 

It  has  been  our  experience  that  it  is  important  to  set  a  date  and  then 
work  towards  it.
